E have receiv'd Letters from Con- 

ftantinople dated the 28th of Oco- 

ber, which advife that the Plague 

was very rife in that City, and car- 

tied off about 1000 Perfons daily ; 
that the Chriftians which dwelt in Pera and Galata, 
were moft of them retir’d elfewhere ; that the Grand 
Signior had order’d that the Chevalier Ruzzini our 
Ambaffador extraordinary, fhould have his Refidence 
at Befitafi on the Black Sea, which is a Mile from 
the Houfe in which our Ambaffador in Ordinary re- 
fides: That his Highnefs had fent feveral of his 
Officers to meet an Embaffador from the King of 
Perfia, who was on the Road with a Retinue of 
Soo Perfons, being fent to compliment him on his 
Advancement to the Ottoman Throne : That they 
were building at Conftantinople feveral Ships of 
War and Galleys for augmenting their Fleet ; and 
laftly, that the French Ambaflador had us’d all his 


Arts to perfwade the Sultan to acknowledge Prince. . 


Ragotski Prince of Tranfilvania, but in vain, the 
Porte continuing firm in their Refolution to keep the 
Treaty of Carlowitz. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated January 23. 

Venice, January 2. Letters from Verona and other 
Places on the Terra-firma, advife, that the Impe- 
rialifts continued encamp’d the 27th of laft Month 
near Lonato, where their Army iuffer’d greatly by 
the Rigour of the Seafon and want of Provifions 
and Forrage ; infomuch that their Soldiers deferted 


by Troops and Companies of Horfe and Foor. 


But thofe Letters add it was probable they would 


_ foon decamp, becaufe they were embarking their 


Artillery, and part of their Baggage and Ammuni- 
tion at Salo on the Lake of Garda, to tranfport 
them to the Trentin, and had got together above 
zooo Carts to carry the reft to Riva at the End of 
that Lake. On the other Hand, the French had 
fitted out feveral Barks to cruife upon the Barks 
of the Imperialifts on the faid Lake, and had alfo 
taken Poffeffion of the Peninfula of Sirmione: They 
had likewife laid 2 Bridges over the Mincio at 
Borghet.o, in order to pafs that River with the 
greater Expedition when Occafion offers. The 26th 
the Duke of Vendome feparated his Army, put- 
ting moft of his Troops into the Places neareft to 
the Imperialifts, fo that he can draw them together 
agen in 24 Hows. He has likewife put a ftrong 
Garrifon into Mantua, and fix’d his Head Quarters 
there. By his Order 25000 Sacks of Wheat are 
bought up in the Veioneze, which hes enhanc’d 
the Price of Corn. A Detachment of Grenadiers 
that he had fent over the Lake of Garda, have 
poffefs'd themfelves of Lacife and Bardolino, and 


‘ alfo of Torte above the Lake of Garda, in order’ 


to cut off the Communication of the Imperialifts 
by that Lake with the Veroneze. Some Ferrabuti 
or Banditi in’ the Pay of the Germans, that were 
at San Vigilio between Garda and Torre, having 
Intelligence of the Approach of the Frenck, made 
their Efcape to the Adige. Since which, fome 
German Horfe and Foor, are march’d down through 
the Valley of Polefella, toSan Michele near Verona, 
and have taken Poffeffion of the Paflages of the 
Adige, to difpute them with the French. Letters 
from Brefcia and Bergamo tell us, that the Count 
de Medavy had quitted his Camp on the Mela, and 
was return'd to the Oglio with the Body of Troops 
he commands : That he had pur them into Winter- 
Quarters, down from the Lake of Ifeo to Bardolano 
in the Cremoneze: And that he had poffefs'd himfelf 
of the Poft of Sornicoon the Lake of Ifeo, and of 
that of Brignano on the Serio.
